Rudyard Kipling won his place among the 


great writers of our time early, too early. He 
would have done more work, perhaps even 
better work, if success had not come with a 
rush, 


Forty years ago the critics were starting to 
quarrel about him. Five years later everybody 
was singing “Soldiers of the Queen,” “Tommy 
Atkins,” and “Pay, Pay, Pay.” He has been so 
long with us it will be hard to realize that he 
has gone. 

His laurels won, Kipling seemed to lose the 


urge. He has written little that matters since 
then. His admirers have felt, and with some 
cause, that he was holding his genius in hand 
when he should be giving it rein. 

Kipling was essentially a man’s poet 

ther he wrote in verse or prose the poetic 
touch was ever there. The women never took to 
him; he said such “shocking” things. He knew 
men, the men who lived in cantonments, in the 
forecasties of ships, in the cabs of engines, and 
about these he wrote, at times too intimately

Kipling would have been made Poet Laure- 
ate when Tennyson died but for “The flannelled 
at the wicket and the muddied oaf at the 
gou!.”

LUISTORY IN PICTURE 

Whoever has not read th tory of the 
“Mutiny on the Bounty” is to be pitied and en- 
vied. Pitied for what he has missed; envied for 
the thrill he has yet in store. 

Mark Twain tells the story, though not in 
detail; and then adds a chapter from his imagi- 
nation, describing what might and likely would 
happen to the Pitcairn Islanders if an up-to- 
date Yankee should land among them and start 
to make them into a nation, with tariff, stand- 
ing army and navy all complete. It is one of 


the finest satires yet written on the subject of 
nation-building by “hot house” methods. 

But the story of the mutiny is fact, not fic- 
tion. It can be found in any standard work 
of reference dealing with historic events. It 
is now being thrown upon the screen, and dur- 
ing this week thousands of Edmonton chil- 
dren and grown-ups will see the events re- 
enacted before their eyes. Will they remember 
the “Mutiny?” Why bother to ask that? 

It is to be hoped school trustees and offi- 
cials of departments of education, here and 
elsewhere, will see the picture. If they do, 
they will learn by experience how history—and 
geography also—can. be most effectively taught, 
and taught in a way that makes remembering 
not only easy but inevitable.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Here in Alberta we often hear politicians and 
lawyers denounced as a greedy selfish crew. 
Coming across some beautiful thoughts on 
friendship a few days ago, and noting that they 
were uttered by a man who was both a lawyer 
and a politician, I decided to reproduce a few 
of his paragraphs by way of 
making amends to two classes 


commonly regarded as the 
devil's cwn 
Speaking near the end of 


his life he said: 

“Put friendship above all 
things human. 

“If you can say to yourself 
thet you have a friend, you 
can count yourself as a good 
man cr woman. There is no 
friendship for those who are

not good. 

“How can life be worth living if it does not 
repose on the mutual goodwill of a friend? 
What is sweeter than to have someone with 
whom you may dare discuss anything, as if you 
were communing with yourself? 

“Friendship is desirable not because we are 
influenced by hope of gain, but because its en- 
tire profit is in the love itself. 

“Love is strengthened by the receiving of a 
kindly service, by the evidence of another's care 
for us, and by closer familiarity. From all these, 
when joined to the soul's first impulse to love, 
there springs up, if II may say so, a marvellous 
glow and greatness of goodwill. 

“You should love your friend after you have 
appraised him; you should not appraise him 
after you have begun to love him. 

“Are new friends who are worthy of friend- 
ship to be preferred at any times to old friends? 
The doubt is unworthy of a human being. There 
should be no such thing as too many friends, 
as there can be of other things. As in the case 
of wines that improve with age, the oldest 
friendships ought to be the most delightful. But 
new friendships are not to be scorned if they 
show hope of bearing fruit.” 


The man who wrote the above sentences, 
and many more in praise of true friendship, 
was not a Christian as we are. He was a hea- 
then. His name was Cicero and he died in Rome 
in the year 43 B.C. He had known riches and 
fame, and deep sorrow over the death of his 
only and dearly-loved daughter. At a_ time 
when the ancestors of many of us were living 
in caves, wearing skins and smearing woad over 
their faces, men like Cicero were living in 
marble palaces, enjoying poetry, sculpture and 
art, and expressing the most sublime aspira- 
tions of the soul of man. 

And then I turned from reading the words 
Cicero put in the mouth of Gaius Laelius to 
read of another civilization so much further 
back in time from Rome than Rome is from us, 
that even the Romans had no knowledge of it. 
It had to await the excavations of the archaeolo- 
gist and the deciphering of the Sumerian clay 


tablets before the historian was able to tell the 


tale of the early civilization that flourished 
6000 B.C. on the banks of the Euphrates and 
Tigris rivers, in the land now known as Meso- 
potamia. 

The priest-historians of Sumeria left records 
extending the dynasties of their kings to 432,000 
before the Flood which came down the 
Euphrates, underlaying the site of the ancient- 
city of Ur with an eight foot bed of silt, and 
giving birth to a legend that only one man— 
Tagtug the weaver—survived the flood, to later 
forfeit longevity and health by eating the fruit 
of a forbidden tree. The priest-historians were 
probably trying to impress the people or flatter 
the monarch when they traced the royal pedi- 
gree back to 432,000 years before the Flood. 
Written history does not much exceed sixty 
centuries, though it shows an advanced culture 
in 4500 B.C. familiar with pottery, drainage 
systems, sculpture, architecture, crafts, indus- 
tries, cosmetics and developing knowledge of 
geometry, astronomy, law, coinage, letters of 
credit, the alphabet, writing, music, wet-nurses, 
enemas, Monogamy, mirrors, compacts, the in- 


come tax and beer. 
“ - 


Before their conquest by the Jews, who 
seem to have taken from them everything from 
their jewelry to their legends, the Sumerians 
had politicians too. 

In the Louvre at Paris is a piece of Sumerian 
sculpture, dating back to 2600 B.C, showing 
Gudea the civic ruler of Lagash, carved in dio- 
rite. This prehistoric Joe Clarke is shown sit- 
ting in the chair of government in pious pos- 
ture, his hands folded in his lap, his feet and 
shoulders bare end his short chubby legs cov- 
ered by a skirt embroidered with hieroglyphics.

Mucous Colitis 


By DOCTOR FRANK: McCOY 


Mucous colitis is now a very common dis- 
case, inasmuch as the number of cases of this 
order is steadily increasing. Mucous colitis is 
marked by an irritability of the colon and the 
characteristic feature of this irritability is the 
formation of excessive quantities of mucus, 
the mucus being secreted by the mucous mem- 
brane of the large intestine. 

Mucous colitis is primarily 
a disorder affecting young 
adults and those in their early 
thirties, and is far more com- 
mon among those living in 
cities than among those living 
in the country. The patient 
usually is employed at work 
which induces mental tension 
or strain, and which at the 
same time precludes exercise. 
The disorder is most frequent 
in women, probably being about five times as 
common in women as in men. Generally, the 
patient is of the nervous type, always in a hurry 
and if the patient is questioned carefully, it 
will be found that a long period of sluggish 
elimination preceded the appearance of the 
colitis. 

Colitis is invariably found before an attack 
of appendicitis, and the irritation and inflam- 
mation of the colon will antedate the symptoms 
of appendicitis. A typical case of mucous colitis 
is produced by a long-standing partial consti- 
pation, It is significant that the two conditions 
are so frequently found together and I believe 
that probably the main cause of colitis is the 
irritation induced by the retention of waste ma- 
terial which should have been eliminated.

The popular, although mistaken, ,treatment 


for sluggish elimination which depends upon 
the’ administration of strong laxatives or ca- 
thartics, only hastens the development of colitis, 
as many of 
stances which prove irritating. In fact, most mo- 


dern physicians agree that the unwise use of 


harsh cathartics by the patient who relies on 
such remedies, is one of the chief causes of the 
colitis which subsequently develops. Often the 
patient will continue to take laxative prepara- 
tions of one kind or another for years, chang- 
ing from one to another as the first one becomes 
less effective. 

The retention of toxic material, together 
with the irritation induced by laxatives will be 
sufficient to produce tender, irritated areas oc- 
curring in the mucous membrane and the final 
result is colitis. Colitis is particularly likely to 
result when the patient is of the type having 
an unstable nervous system, that is, when the 
autonomic nervous system reacts in an exagger- 
ated degree to stimuli. In addition to the irri- 
tation and the instability of the nervous sys- 
tem, the patient is generally enervated, enev- 
vation having been produced by wrong habits 
of living which waste nervous energy. Any of 
the following habits which are “not good” may 
be sufficient to serve as a contributing cause in 
producing the fina] colitis: working under nerv- 
ous strain, hurry, lack of exercise, lack of sleep, 
inadequate rest, worry 

Usually, the first symptom of approaching 
colitis is the finding of shreds of soft, tenacious 
mucus. As soon as the patient notices these 
shreds, he becomes greatly alarmed. In severe 
cases, in addition to the shreds of mucus, the 
patient will find that food is secreted in an un- 
digested state. As a general rule, the appearance 
of the mucus will occur in “crisis periods” and 
the quantity will be sharply increased after the 
patient has been on a strain or after an unwise 
meal.

SUFFERS IN PUBLIC 

All knew what he had suffered 
in public, and that they were con- 
fronted that afternoon by a man 
who had risen to a height of popu- 
larity which few attain and who 
had been dragged violently down 
again, but it was not an occasion 
for sympathy. He was there to 
give evidence imparflally to an im- 
partial board of investigation. 

He had made no public statement 
of his opinion regarding amalgama- 
tion of the railways, but some of! 
his private remarks had led to the | 
conclusion that, for one reason or 
another, he would take his stand 
that afternoon side by side with 
the Canadian Pacific president and | 
his officers in favor of a merger of | 
the lines and virtual abandonment 
of the enterprise which owed its 
success to his own efforts. | 

With the possible exception of 
Mr. Justice Duff, the men who 
waited Sir Henry Thornton's dic- 
tum that afternoon had precon- 
ceived ideas of the course which | 
his arguments would follow. His 
very difficence in view of the fact 
that to take his stand beside Mr. 
Beatty would alienate him forever 
from the affection and loyalty of 
his men, answered the unspoken 
question in their minds. 

Sir Henry spoke quietly, in more 
collected tones than might have 
been expected: “Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, you have now, of 
course, had an opportunity of ex- | 
amining the two properties. . 
What I have to say is largely sug- 
gestive, and I hope helpful. Any- 
thing I may suggest I should like 
to reserve an opportunity to alter 
in detail as objections may be re- 
vealed which quite justifiably 
might modify such suggestions.” 
BAD BEGINNING 

It was an inauspicious beginning; 
there was a flavor of compromise 
about it, as if he was afraid to 
make a point-blank, direct state- 
ment—afraid of the criticism of the 
country, of the Canadian National 
employees, of the supporters of the 
government road who still regard- 
ed him as its champion. 

“In pursuit of this objective, the 
amalgamation of the two trans- 
Continental companies, namely, the 
Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
National, has been discussed.
